1. DEPSEC RUSH, ON SEA TOUR, ARRIVES IN SAIGON TO 
CONFER WITH US AND GVN OFFICIALS INCLUDING THIEU 
(MCCOMBS, WP). 

2. US TRANSPORT PICKS UP REMAINS OF 12 SERVICEMEN 
WHO DIED IN CAPTIVITY IN , BRINGS THEM TO UTAPAO 
FOR IDENTIFICATION PRIOR TO REPATRIATION (UPI, BALTO 
N-A 3/6; AP, PHINQ). ACTION FOLLOWS YEAR OF NEGOTIATIONS 
(CSM). DOD WILL CONTINUE TO NEGOTIATE FOR RETURN OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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REMAINS OF 1 1 OTHER POWS KNOWN TO BE IN NVN (REUTER, 
NYT; CSM). DOD SPOKESMAN SAYS NEXT-OF-KIN BEING 
NOTIFIED ON BASIS OF NAMES SUPPLIED BY NVN, BUT NOTES 
THAT NAMES SUBJECT TO OFFICIAL VERIFICATION AT US 
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IDENTIFICATION LAB IN THAILAND. US OFFICIALS BELIEVE 
FEW IF ANY MIAS IN SEA STILL ALIVE. ABOUT 430 MIA 
WERE LOST IN NVN, 300 IN LAOS, 360 IN COMMUNIST 
AREAS OF SVN AND "A FEW" IN CAMBODIA (UPI CHITRIB, 

NYT). MCCOMBS (WP) IN SAIGON QUOTES ANALYSTS' VIEW 
THAT NVN DECISION TO TURN OVER REMAINS AFTER LONG 
NEGOTIATIONS MAY BE ATTEMPT TO IMPROVE RELATIONS WITH 
US IN "POSSIBLE EFFORT TO OBTAIN ECON AID" AS PROVIDED 
FOR IN C-F. SUCH EFFORT WOULD BE CONSISTENT WITH 

APPARENT DRV DECISION TO PURSUE ECON RECONSTRUCTION 
RATHER THAN IMMEDIATE MAJOR OFFENSIVE IN SVN. VIET 
SOURCES IN SAIGON SAY OTHER POW BODIES WILL BE 
RETURNED SOON, BUT NO OFFICIAL CONFIRMATION. MCCOMBS 
POINTS OUT THAT RECOVERY OF REMAINS CAME AFTER SHARP 
CRITICISM OF HANOI BY FULBRIGHT FOR "INDEFENSIBLE" 

REFUSAL TO ACCOUNT FOR MIAS (ARTICLE EXCERPTED IN 
PHINQ). 

3. SVN COMMAND HAS DECIDED TO RELEASE 97 MORE 
COMMUNIST POWS AS GOODWILL GESTURE AS SCHEDULED 
RELEASES END. THESE 97 HAD BEEN SENTENCED TO LONG 
TERMS AT HARD LABOR FOR CRIMES COMMITTED DURING 
DETENTION. MILITARY SOURCES SAY GVN GLAD TO GET 
RID OF THEM BECAUSE THEY CAUSE "PROBLEMS" IN PRISON 
(UPI, NYT). 

4. ANALYSTS THINK POW EXCHANGE MAY BE INDICATION 
THAT COMMUNISTS DESIRE TO APPEAR TO BE "OPERATING 
WITHIN THE PROVISIONS OF THE C-F" (MCCOMBS, WP).

7. SOUTHERLAND (CSM) WRITES FROM KOMPONG THOM, CUT 
OFF FROM REST OF GKR-CONTROLLED AREA FOR THREE YEARS 
AND REACHABLE ONLY BY "INSECURE” AIRFIELD. NEARLY 
EVERY BUILDING DAMAGED, BUT TOWN NOW ENJOYS "BREATHING 
SPELL" AS REBELS CONCENTRATE ON PP. MONTH AGO LOCAL 
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FANK UNITS STARTED LAUNCHING FORAYS INTO REBEL AREAS 
TO DESTROY SUPPLIES AND REGAIN CONTROL OVER POPULATION. 
MOST AMBITIOUS DRIVE TOOK FANK 27 MILES NW OF PROVINCE 
CAPITAL AND 23,000 PEOPLE FOLLOWED TROOPS BACK TO 
ESCAPE HARSH LIFE UNDER REBELS, DOUBLING TOWN'S 
POPULATION. COMMANDER OF FORAYS HAS NO ILLUSIONS 
OF EITHER QUICK MIL VICTORY OVER REBELS OR NEGOTIATED 

END TO WAR, SINCE REBELS STILL CONTROL LARGE 
POPULATION AND FOOD RESOURCES. HE SEES WAR AS 
EXTENSION OF CENTURIES-OLD VIET DRIVE AGAINST 
KHMERS SINCE "INSURGENT LEADERSHIP IS TAKING ORDERS 
FROM NORTH VIETNAMESE ADVISERS"; PREDICTS REBELS 
WILL ATTACK PP AGAIN AND IT WILL BE "MORE BLOODY 
NEXT TIME."

8. LAT'S JAMESON (MAR. 6) IN SEOUL REPORTS 

FM KIM DONG JO SAYING IN MONDAY INTERVIEW THAT KIM 
DAE JUNG WILL NOT BE PERMITTED LEAVE KOREA UNTIL 
ROKG PROBE OF KIDNAPPING COMPLETED, ADDING HE HAS 
YET TO RECEIVE ANY REPORT ON INVESTIGATION SINCE 
HE ASSUMED POST EARLY DECEMBER. JAMESON NOTES THIS 
FIRST TIME KOREAN OFFICIAL HAS CITED NEED TO KEEP KIM 
IN KOREA AS WITNESS AS REASON FOR DELAY IN GRANTING 
PASSPORT. BUT FM EXPRESSED HOPE THAT INVESTIGATION 
WOULD END, "THE SOONER, THE BETTER." JAMESON RECALLS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THAT KIM'S KIDNAPPING IN JAPAN AND SUBSEQUENT 75-DAY 
HOUSE ARREST IN KOREA LED TO SEOUL-TOKYO EMOTIONAL 
DIPLOMATIC RIFT. SAYS "POLITICAL SOLUTION" TO RIFT 
WORKED OUT PARTLY THROUGH BEHIND-SCENES ASSISTANCE 
FROM US. CITES FM THAT UNDER "POLITICAL SOLUTION," 

KOREA PROMISED ONLY THAT KIM "WOULD BE TREATED 
AS ANY OTHER KOREAN" - NOT THAT HE WOULD BE ALLOWED 
TO LEAVE COUNTRY, THUS DENYING THAT ASSURANCES HAD 
BEEN GIVEN JAPAN THAT KIM S FREEDOM "INCLUDED GOING 
ABROAD." FM INDICATED THAT EVEN IF PASSPORT GRANTED, 

KIM WOULD BE FORBIDDEN TRAVEL TO JAPAN. IN NOVEMBER 
KIM APPLIED FOR BUT HAS NOT RECEIVED JUSTICE MINISTRY 
CLEARANCE TO LEAVE COUNTRY. REISCHAUER'S TRAVEL 
TO SEOUL LAST NOVEMBER TO HAND-DELIVER HARVARD 
INVITATION FOR KIM TO SERVE AS RESIDENT SCHOLAR HAS 
HAD NO EFFECT TOWARD GAINING CLEARANCE. 

9. APPELLATE MILITARY COURT UPHOLDS CONVICTION OF 
SIX CHRISTIAN CHURCHMEN FOR CRITICIZING PARK’S 
AUTHORITARIAN RULE, WITH PRISON TERMS OF 10-15 
YEARS. CHURCHMEN WERE CONVICTED OF SIGNING PETITION

SAYS OIL COMPANIES ARE LOSING MONEY ON JAPAN 
OPERATIONS AND SEVERAL JAPANESE COMPANIES COULD GO 
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BANKRUPT DUE TO GOJ PRICE FREEZE ON PETROLEUM 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PRODUCTS. HE SAYS JAPANESE COMPANIES ARE LOSING 
27 MIL DOLS EACH DAY, AND MOBIL ITSELF 1 MIL DAILY. 

SAYS MOBIL IS STUDYING OIL CUTBACKS TO JAPAN, SIMILAR 
TO EXXON'S HINTS YESTERDAY. EXXON'S JAPAN SUBSIDIARY, 
ESSO, IS SAID TO HAVE THREATENED MITI WITH 15 PERCENT

TO PRE-EMPT CHIANG'S DOMINANT POSITION IN CULTURAL 
FIELD. CULTURAL GROUP IS HEADED BY POLITBURO MEMBER 
WU TEH, PEKING MAYOR AND FIRST SECRETARY OF PARTY 
IN PEKING. 1966 CRITICISM OF "HAI JUI DISMISSED 
FROM OFFICE" WHICH ALSO CALLED "POISONOUS WEED" -
